Russian Official Statement. 

PETROGRAD, Dec. 24.—The following 
statement from the general staff of the 
Russian commander-in-chief was issued 
here tonight: 

“On the Bzura river, about three miles 
below Sochaszew, our on the night 
of Dec. 23 utterly routed the strong Ger- 
man forces which had crossed to the 
right bank of the river. A German regi- 
ment was almost completely annihilated, 
and in addition lost five machine guns. 
We captured five officers and 515 soldiers. 

“All through the day of Dec. 23 the 
Germans made fierce attacks in the re- 
gion of Bolimow, but were everywhere 
repulsed. 

Germans Repulsed on Pilica. 

“Stubborn fighting also prevatied that 
day in the region of Llow-Lodz and below 
that point. We succeeded in throwing 
back the German column which had 
crossed to the right bank of the Pilica. | 
on Dec. 22 and 23 violent fighting took 
place all along the front on the Nida river. 


„It was especially stubborn on the lower 


Nida between Wialica and Nowemtasto 
Korezyn. During these two days 
tured to the north of Pinczow fift 
officers and more than 3,000 soldiers.

BERLIN, Dec. 24.—After several days’

been recaptured by the Germans, an 
Official statement issued here today as- 
perted. It was in this region that the 
Germans were repulsed recently and 
Withdrew beyond the East Prussian 
frontier on a line from Lautenburg to 
Neidenburg. The statement follows: 

“In the east we have assumed the of- 
fensive and are advancing from Neiden- 
burg and Soldau in East Prussia. We 
have repulsed the Russians after several 
days’ fighting at wa in northern Po- 
land, and the 7 s positions at 
Miawa again are in dur hands. More 
than 1.000 prisoners were taken in these 
battles. 


Fierce Battles Along Rivers. 
“At the confluence of the Bzura and 
Rawka rivers fierce bayonet attacks took 
place at many points. The artillery could 
do little on account of the misty weather. 
“ The Russians suffered heavy losses on 
the right bank of the Pilica river in the 
district to the southeast of Tomaszow. 
The Russians attacked flercely several 
times but were repulsed by the Austro- 
German armies with heavy losses 
Further south the situation generally 
is unchanged.” 


Austrian Official Statement. 
VIENNA, Dec. 24.—The following offi- 
cial communication was issued today: 
In the upper Magyager valley the bat- 
tle continues. In the Lateleza valley yes- 
terday our troops repulsed several at- 
tacks, the enemy suffering heavy losses. 
One Rugsian battalion was blown up. In 
the upper Ung valley our attack has 
gained ground and near the Urzeker pass 
60 prisoners were taken. On the Galician 
front the battle continues. | 
“ Between Dec. 11 and 20 we captured 
43,000 Russians. There are now in the 
Monarchy 200,000 prisoners of war.“ 


French View of Fighting. 

PARIS, Dec. 24.—The French official 
Statement issued today deals with the 
situation in the eastern theater of war 
as follows:: 

“In Russian Poland, on the Brura 
river, the Germans have maintained 
themselves in two positions.. On the con- 
trary, at a point north of Sochaczew they 
were driven back to the river, which flows 
to the southwest of this town. ‘Their 
efforts to debouch from Bolimow resulted 
in failures, At the present time the Ger- 
mans are essaying to cross the River 
Rawka to the southeast of Skierniewicz. 

“To the south of Rawa the Germans 
are resisting stubbornly a pronounced 
Russian offensive movement being de- 
livered along the northern bank of the 
River Pilica.“

Due to Unpreparedness. 


The reason for this is no lack of courage 


or good will but a fatal lack of prepared- 


ness. As before mentioned, the French 
were, at the beginning of the war, totally 
lacking in howitzers, while the English 
preparation in this arm was not substan- 
tially greater than the toy regiments of 
the United States. 

The German army has dug. itself into 
deep.trenches, and howitzers are the only 
weapons which can be used effectively 
against men so fortified. 


At the beginning of the war the French }. 
were short of rifies, and the shortage in 


England was infinitely greater. Assum- 
ing that the rifle factories in England 
and France can turn out 5,000 rifles a day 
in addition to other necessary material, 
one Can readily, see how long it will take 


to equip 2,000,000 new men and at the 


game time make up the immense losses 
inseparable from warfare. Thus the war 
has entirely changed its aspect. 

Hope Now to Crush Russia. . 
In the beginning the Germans hoped to 
crush France ee Russia could mobil- 
ize. 

Ite hope now is to crush Russia before 
the French and English can equip a suf- 
ficient number of troops to meet the Get 
mans on equal terms. 

In turn this accounts for the change in 
the Russian strategy. In the beginning 
Russia struck hard and recklesely to suc- 
cor its allies. Now it is fighting on the 
defensive until they are ready to take us 
their share of the burden.

A trespasser of the law may then be 
arrested, tried, and fined, and still be

Following Chicago's plan of court spe- 
elallzatlon, the judges also appointed a 
committee to investigate the advisability 
of establishing a “* conciliation court to 
take care of small civil suits in whicb 
the complainants or defendants are too 
poor to rejain counsel. 

The night court is expected to accom- 
plish the following benefits: 

Relieve congestion of court calen- 
dars by handling minor cases. 

Frevent waking of jus ges at night to 
sign warranis and approve bonds. 

Save prisoners arrested for minor 
offenses from spending night in jail, | 

Relieve policemen on duty at night 
from spend.ng half a day in court and 
losing sleep. 


Once Had Night Court, 

“The court will be somewhat in the na- 
ture of an experiment,” said Chief Jus- 
tice Olson. We had a night court when 
the courts were established eight years 
ego, but it was abandoned after six 
months. The judges will be rotated in 
the night court in short periods. The 
selection of a court room and the ap- 
pointment of the first judge have not 
been made. Some court room in the city 
hall will be chosen, however. 

“The principal work of the court will 
be the tssuing of warrants and approv- 
ing bonds, although emergency casee and 
other minor violations will be heard on 
request of the defendants. This should 

yore valuable in saving persons the dis- 
comfort of a night in jail. It will also be 
appreciated by the policemen on the night 
force. 


Will Save Policemen Sleep. 

“At present a policeman who makes 
an arrest at night must appear in court 
the following day. He may have to wait 
in court half a day. His sleep is dis- 
turbed or cut down and this is no incen- 
tive for making arrests.“ 

The committee which will investigate 
the conciliation court proposed by Jus- 
tice Olson is composed of the chief jus- 
tice and Judges Fry, Mahoney, Steik 
and Sabath. 1 

Judge Sabath announced he would 
make a trip to Cleveland to witness the 
operation of a court there somewhat sim- 
Uar to the proposed tribunal. 

“Such a court would prove a great boon 
to poor litigants, as they will be saved 
the expense of hiring counsel,” he said.

Since the election on Nov. 8, when he 
wae the only Democrat to win in a state- 
wide contest, Mr. Williams has received 
several thousand letters advising him to 
enter the primary against the governor. 
According to the writers of these letters, 
Gov. Dunne witl be woefully weak if he 
stands for reéiection, and his defeat in 
either the primary or the election will be 
a matter easy to accomplish if a strong 
candidate opposes him 


giving serious thought to the proposals 
of his correspondents. ! 

“TI have received so many letters,” he 
ald. “that I cannot do otherwise than 
consider them I have written my 
friends that I will think the matter over 
carefully before I reach a decision.” 


Expects Patronage to Aid. 
Gov. Dunne expects to be aided ma- 
terially in the distribution of federal ap- 
pointmente throughout the state. Sen- 
ator Lewis has served notice on all mem- 
bers of the Illinois delegation that the 
candidates whom they propose must be 
friendly to the governor and faithful to 
him and his policies or he will not permit 
their confirmation. 

However, Gov. Dunne’s appointments 
throughout the state have not strength- 
ened him much, according to many of the 
Democratic congressmen. Several of 
them attribute their defeat in part to 
the prejudice stirred up by the governor’s 
partiality in making appointments. 

Although fricndly to the governor, Mr. 
Williams is not overenthusiastic about 
Senator Lewis, because of several pat- 
ronage fights they had early in this con- 
gress. The congreseman-at-large is in- 
clined to beHeve that he and his colleague, 
Congressman-at-Large Stringer, should 
have been allowed to name some officials 
in districts not represented by Demo- 
crata, 


Stringer Looking for Job. 

Congressman Williams’ colleague, Con- 
gressman Stringer, who, retires from con- 
gress on Maren 4, is looking about for 
something to do. Mr. Stringer hae been 
one of the Democratic war horses in 
Tilinois. He has remained regular and 
true to the party. It is quite possible 
President Wilson will appoint him to a 
good paying job. as he was one of the orig- 
inal Wilson men in the state and was the 
Bryan-Dunne candidate for United 
States senator in the pr maries. 

The other Illinois “lame ducks” are 
going back home to look the fleld over. 
Congressman Fitz Henry may try it 
again in 1916. Congressman Graham saye 
he is glad to bo through. Congressman 
O'Halr is also among those thinking of 
trying to come back, as is Congressman 
Fowler. Congressman Hill has not de- 
eded what he will do. Congressman 
Borchers will return to his law practice 
in Decatur.
